On the state political scene few sources offer information as rich and varied as 
the bills and voting records of the state legislatures. Yet, no handy access is avail- 
able. FOCUS /Midwest prepared this special issue not only as an aid to students of 
politics, but also to help residents of Missouri and Illinois to check the records of 
their legislators. With this dual purpose in mind, votes for coverage were selected 
on the basis of their sociopolitical content and how well they reflect the ideolo- 
gies of area legislators. An amendment to a bill might be cited, for example, while 
the bill itself is not.

ILLINOIS SENATE BILLS 


(A) SB 1: BOARD OF ETHICS. Creates a 
Board of Ethics for state employees to be 
comprised of nine members. Requires con- 
fidential disclosure statement of elected 
State officers and appointed officers to be 
confirmed by Senate. Establishes code of 
ethics regulating conduct of employees. Pro- 
hibits personal interest in state contract or 
representation before state agencies. P/S: 
6-7-67; P/H: 6-29-67; V: 8-26-67. 

(B) SB 2: COMMISSION ON ETHICS. 
Creates Commission on Legislative Ethics. 
Requires full disclosure to the Commis- 
sion by sworn statement of every economic 
interest by specific description which state 
official or his family holds. Prescribes a code 
of ethics for legislators. P/S: 6-6-67; P/H: 
6-29-67; V: 8-26-67. 

(C) SB 3: LOBBYIST REGISTRATION. 
Requires lobbyists to register with Secretary 
of State and to submit report under oath of 
all expenditures made to support or oppose 
legislation, such report to show person or 
legislator to whom or for whose benefit pay- 
ment was made. In case of registrant who 


represents persons whose primary concern is 
with government, report shall contain name 
of any person who contributes more than 
$200 in calendar year immediately preceding 
filing of report and amount of contribution. 
Penalties. P/S: 6-6-67; P/H: 6-29-67; T/S-H 
Conference Committee. 

(D) SB 8: DRIVER ALCOHOL TEST. 
Provides persons who drive motor vehicles 
within this State thereby impliedly consent 
to tests of their breath or blood to determine 
alcoholic content, and refusal to submit to 
such tests is grounds for 6 months’ suspen- 
sion of operator’s license. P/S: 2-21-67; 
F/H: 6-30-67. 

(E) SB 17: SEARCH AND SEIZURE. 
Allows police to stop any person in a public 
place whom the officer reasonably suspects 
is committing, has committed, or is about to 
commit a felony or violate a deadly weapon 
or narcotic law. Authorizes the police to de- 
mand the name and address of such person 
and an explanation of his actions. Provides 
the officer may search the person. P/S: 3-7- 
67; P/H: 6-13-67; V: 8-3-67. 

(F) SB 25: CONSUMER PROTECTION. 
Permits timely avoidance of unsolicited door 
to door sale. Requires full return to buyer 
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when credit sale to him denied. Preserves 
buyer’s defenses on his negotiable instru- 
ment given for goods to be delivered, in 
certain cases. Prohibits sale of repossessed' 
goods intended to increase deficiency recov- 
erable from defaulting installment buyer. 
Prohibits collection attempts against debtor’s 1 
spouse who is not legally liable for the debt. 
Prohibits notification of employer of his 
employee’s debts except in certain cases. 
Prohibits wilful and material violation of 
credit laws or three or more violations in one 
year of stated credit and wage-earner legis- 
lation and certain other protections. P/S:

(G) SB 30: REVEAL INTEREST. Requires 
that statement given to obligor indicate each 
charge made in connection with the trans- 
action and the total amount of interest be 
expressed in dollars per $100 of principal 
per year. Makes similar requirement for ad- 
vertising by lending agencies. Provides that 
contracts or loans made after the effective 
date of the Act calling for or resulting in 
unlawful interest, discounts or charges are 
void.

(H) SB 33: WAGE DEDUCTIONS. Increases 
amount of wage exemption to $50 (now 
$45J if employee is not the head of the 
family, and $65, if the employee is the head.

(I) SB 63: BANS PICKETING. Provides 
that residential picketing is a misdemeanor 
subject to fine or imprisonment, or both, 
except when the residence is used as a place 
of business.

(J) SB 104: PRISONER RELEASE. Permits 
the release of prisoners for gainful employ- 
ment under certain conditions.

Provides 
for the establishment, maintenance, and 
operation of a Statewide educational tele- 
vision network with open, fixed, and closed 
circuit facilities for the purpose of produc- 
tion of instructional materials and programs 
and making them available to every public 
and non-public school and university or col- 
lege of state and to offer it to private tele- 
vision and radio stations in Illinois.
